THE MOTT BIL. 
ACunning Schemeto Butid Up Insur- 
ance CompDuaules. 

To the Editor of the Vuost-Dispateca: 

Legislation is now-a-days the means by 
which cunnibg men gain personal advantaves 
at the expense of others. The Mott bil! 
scems to me to be another iliustration. It is 
well-known that during tlhe past tifteen years 
insurance vompanies, by the number of their 
oflicers, sgents, soticitors, etc, and by the 
liberality of theirsalarie-, commissions, rents, 
etc., made the insurance of life a heavy bur- 
den. In acditionto making it burdensome 
they mace it unsafe by interpos- 
ing technical objections after the 
death of an issured pcr-on and thus 
either driving an embarrassed widow to a 
hard compromise orto an ex»vensive law suit 
and final defeat. Besides all this 
through innocent mismanagement or fraudu- 


lent mismanagement or no matter what 
reason (I am not now speaking for or against 
the insurance companies), some of them be- 
came ursafe, not alone through technica! 
tricks, but tbrough sheer inability to play. 
In this state of the case the Legislature took 
the matter 1n hard, and undertook acompul- 
sory supervision. As [ am not now 
either assailing or defending the insurance 
companies, so [am not now either atlirming 
or denyieg the rightor the expediency of a 
State Supervisor of thein. I leave that ques- 
tion untouched. 

Withoutinguiring how much mischief, if 
any, bas been done to insurance cumpanies, 
and to innocent assured persons through the 
euvine of State supervision, Louly remark 
thata considerable number of insurance com- 
panies have ceased to exist, and that on ac- 
countof astrong public prejudice against 
insurance companies (whether well found- 
ed or not is immaterial), even the 
companies that remain prebabiy havea tug 
up bill, But whether this issoor not, they 
desire, 2s allmen desire, to make all the 
money they can. Tothat end they desire to 
break down cowpetition and cripple what 
they cannot break down. If they can, by 
legislation, destroy the Merchants KExchaage 
Mutual Benevolent Society and ali like or- 
ganizations, it is money in their coffers. 

Provident men irsist on being insured for 
the benefit of their families. ‘They of course 
Want insuj ance as cheap as possible. If they 
can get itin a mutual society without pay- 
ing humerous and enormous salaries, heavy 

fice rents and other larce expensea, they 
prefer tbis mode. Does the State deny their 
rigbttodotnis’ Or do they need the State’s 
prote:tion’ A mutusl society as a rule keeps 
no fund tio spesak of. At each death an 
assessmentis made. Each surviving, mem- 
ber pervs tis assessment. He may be trusted 
to dv this because seif-interest impels bim to 
do it. If he refuses to pav an assessment 
within i prescribed time, he loses 
his membership, that is, he loses 
bis OWn insurance, Which is exactly the thing 
be wantsto keep. Noman needsto be pro- 
becteO avaibst uimself; that without agree- 
Meni We nay conclude that men bavea right 
to join mutual societies. Hence the Siate 
cannot rightfully interfere to restrain or 
cripple. But we haveseenthat a citizen is 
moved to pay bis assessment by self-interest. 
Hence be needs po protection by the State 
against himself. It seems to follow that the 
State meddling provided forin the Mott Billi, 
Is eltber a pure waste, or else and more like- 
ly something worse. Whetbera citizen shal! 
join a mutual insurance society or not, and, 
if be dees, what one he will join, are qnes- 
tions that each is competent to decide for 
himself, und any intermeddiing by the State 
with this rigbt or with the voice of the ma- 
jority of the societv in the manayvement of 
its own concerns, is as gratuitous and 
as pernicious 48 like intermes- 
dling would be With 4 citizen’s 
right to join whatever religious society he 
pleases and with the mapnsgement ofits do- 
mestic concerns. What mischief will result 
from the Mott bill I do not now stop to point 
out. The bad feature is that itis tbe enter- 
ing wedge by which the insurance companies 
may hereafter, through State engineering, 
cripple and destroy mutual societies and thus 
have the tield tothemselves.

A Frozen Orange Crop. 
From the.tacksouville (Fla.) Union. 

Wednesday night was the coldest recorded 
since 1857, and with one exception the cold- 
€st since 1855. The oranges on the trees in 
the citv were ali] frozen tbis morning. Mr. 
Mocre, of Fruit Cove, reports his orange crop 
as very badly damayed: in fact, he fears the 
loss of his entire crop. A telegram to Mr. 
Whitfield Walker, from Panasofkee Lake, 
Sumter county, dated at 10 a. m., yesterday, 
stated that no damage was done to the erange 
crop or trees. except to very tender buds on 
smalltrees. The temperature yesterday morn- 
ing stood as follows: Green Cove, 2/) degrees; 
Fruit Cove. 20 degrees; Mandarin, 20 degrees; 
_Beauclere, 20 degrees: Hibernia. 18 degrees. 
Mr. Johu Brown, of Mandarin, reports his 
entire crep, adout 8,000, ruined. Mr. Hud- 
nell, on the opposite side of the river, reports 
his crop (80,000) gone. Yesterday morning 
Dr. A. S. Baldwin gathered 150 oranges and 
the sume number of Jemons from trees in his 
vard, 4nd found every one of them frozen. 
Hon. K. I}. Canova arrived here yesterday af- 
ternoon from Picolata, where be has a grove. 
Mr. Canova states ibat ihe mercury went 
down to °4 degrees, but the fruit at that place 
had not beenipjurea. At Palatka the ther- 
mometer went downto 23 degrees, and the 
oranges st that place were badly frozen. 

The damage to the crop c4n not be accurate- 
Iv estimated. Itisthevenera)] opinion that 
the trees wi!) not be burt, and it is hoped that 
the number of oranges destroyed by the cold 
wiil not be as large as most persons now fear. 
In some sections most of tue fruit will proba- 
bly be saved, and one-third bas already been 
marketed.

This improvement is of more impor- 
tance now, because it connects greater popu- 
lations and unites greater pigbwuys of xreat- 
er traflic than did the Erie Canal of thirty 
years ago: and part of its importance is that 
it connects the entire Mississippi Valley, 
from Minnesota to New Orleans, 2nd from 
the Onio to tne Missvuri Rivers, with the 
lakes and with the Erie Canal.

Deposition of the New Insurance 
Commissioner, John F. Wil- 
liams, of Macon. 


The Proceedings in the Bankruptey of 
the North Missouri Insurance Com- 
pany, of which Mr, Williams 
was President. 


Mr. Noyes, the president of one the large 
jnsurance companies, in New York, is now 
serving a four years’ term in the penitentiary 
at Sing Sing, for swearing toa statement 
which he did not know to betrne. We hope 
that Mr. Williams is perfectly innocent. But 
what be did not do may be judged from the 
following excerpts fromthe sworn testimony 
in the case of William R. Waiker, assignee 
in bankruptcy ofthe North Missouri Insur-

ance Company against Joseph T. Leister and ! 


others. The North Missouri [Insurance Com- 
pany failed for }500,000 and bad asse's enough 
to pay only one and a half per cent of the iu- 
debte dness, the reason that the failure was 
so atrociously bad—it was tbe worst insur- 
ance failure tfiat has ever bappened in the 
West—was that officersof the company de- 
ceived the Insuracce Cemmissioner, Mr. 
Selby, by afraudulenf misrepresentation of 
its condition, thus enabling it to plunge 


deeper and deeper into bankruptcy. How | 


this was accomplished the officers ofthe com- 
pany thus explain under oath: 

It will be seen that the statement made in 
January, 1873, of the condition of the com- 
paby was subscribed ane probably sworn to, 
by the president, 
without any knowledge of the affairs of toe 
company. He himself is unable te recollect 
whether he swore to the: statement or no’, 
but the customary jurat is stubscrived by the 
Notary, and later on the follow- 
ing bowds were borrowed by the company, 
solely for the purpose of exoibiting them to 
the Insurance Commissioner in orderto make 
bim believe tbat they were part of the assets 
or the company:
